—An ill-twnpered female grizzly 
bear, 
"too tough

name,” wait shot and killed to­ 
day six hours after she had rip­ 
ped out a special iron-barred 
cage at Highland Park zoo and 
created fear throughout the dis­ 
trict. 


PITTSBURGH. Aug. 5 -(U P ) 
A ferocious grizzly bear ripped 
her way out of a special iron- 
bar cage at Highland Park zoo 
today. 
The park was closed and resi­ 
dents of the East end, thickly popu- 
ated district of the city, were 
warned to keep way from the ani­ 
mal. Zoo authorities said the three- 
year-old female was “ferocious and 
dangerous”. 
The bear was last seen lumber­ 
ing out of the park into Highland 
avenue. 
A passerby telephoned 
police and the zoo but when au­ 
thorities arrived at the park en­ 
trance, the grizzly had disappear­ 
ed. 
The police departm ent assigned 
more than 30 policemen to the 
hunt, arming them with high-pow­ 
ered rifles and shotguns. 
The de­ 
tective bureau’s crack-shots and 
police, noted for their gun skill 
were ordered into the park district. 
Arnold 
Schumann, 
zookeeper, 
said the bear is “not looking tor 
trouble but if she sees someone, 
she’ll attack.” He said it was like­ 
ly, however, that she would "hole 
up” in a tree or at some rocky spot 
during the hot daytime. 
The big grizzly, weighing be­ 
tween 350 and 500 pounds, ripped 
out three two-inch iron bars from 
the roof of her cage. 
She twisted 
them with her enormous paws un­ 
til they pulled out at the ends. 
The grizzly, which stands 8 feet
